Trade, in fact, 
is pretty generally admitted to be 
dull, 

The commonly assigned reason | 
jis that farmers are holding their 
grain, and that for what is being 
| sold they are getiting less money 
| than they did last year. The crop 
| expert of the Winnipeg Free Presa 
| repudiates both these claims, with | 

a comparison of shipments and 
| prices that seems to be conclusive. 
| The statistics show that up to 
| Nov. 19th the farmers had sold at 
| least ten million bushels of wheat 
; more ‘than they ‘had at the date| 
last year, and that they got for it 
from seven to fifty-nine cents per| 
bushel more than the advance gijv- 
en them by the wheat board. That 
appears to abolish the contention 
that trade is dull because there is 
less money in circulation with 
which to buy than there was a 
year ago.

Edmonton's voters’ list indi- 
cates that in round figures out of 
27,000 voters 6,000 are burgesses. 
A burgess is defined by the charter 
as ‘‘An elector who is such in re- 
‘spect of freehold property.’’ 
That is, a burgess is « citizen who 
pays taxes on real estate owned by 
him. There are taxpayers who are 
not burgesses—who pay taxes on 
income or on business, but who do 
not own real estate. 

The charter provides that only 
burgesses, that is taxpaying pro- 
perty owners, may vote on money 
bylaws. The principle is that as 
the money bylaw involves a be- 
benture issue which is in fact a 
mortgage upon the real estate 
within the city, the owners of the 
real estate should have the say as 
be so’ mort- 
gaged or not. The debenture debt 
of the city is a mortgage on the 
property of the burgesses. Other 


| citizens may carry a part of the 


tax burden but the property hold- 
ers’ land is the security for all de- 


| benture debt. 


In theory the burgess by his 
vote controls the debenture debt 
of the city. In practice, when the 
council has involved the eity in 
privilege 
of the burgess is confined to a 
choice between covering the ex- 
penditure by increased taxation or 
Naturally he 
votes for the issue of debentures us 
Jong as the market will take them. 
He votes to defer payment by giv- 
ing a mortgage on his property in- 


stead of paying the value of the, 


property or more in immediate 
taxation. 

Expenditure by the council is 
dictated by a vote of 21,000 non- 
property owners as compared 
with 6,000 property owners, some 
of whom by reason of non-resi- 
dence may not be voters. Under 
such circumstances the ownership 
of property in Edmonton is defin- 
itely and seriously discouraged by 
the policy of municipal extrava-

If the voters list is correctly

This is not a 
healthy condition, But so long as

continue. Edmonton should be a 
city of homes, owned by their oe- 
cupants. It can never be truly 
prosperous until it is, If the eity 
administration had shown any ten- 
dency to cut out waste and extrav- 
agance and so decrease taxation 
the prospective home owner would 
be encouraged, But an increase of 
tax levy by nearly $900,000 in two 
Fears, with every suggestion of 
still further increases in the fu- 
ture, if the present administration 
is again returned, can only haye 
the result of further discourag- 
ing investment in home-inaking 
and home-building in Edmonton.

Largest Yields of Sunflowers When Seeded in Rows Thirty Inches 
Apart—Irish Victory Oats Yield Heavy—Splendid 
Results With Strawberries 


‘ihe results of the tests with wheat 


at the Lacombe experimental station | 


show that under the conditions that 
existed this year, Ruby and Bobs are 
among the earliest in maturing of 
most of the common verieties.. Ruby 
yiekied 46 2-3 bushels and matured 
in 108 days; and Bobs yielded 40 
bushels and matured in 103 days. A 
considerable interest is being taken 
in Ruby wheat because of is early 
maturity and quality. In quality it 
compares favorably to Marquis. 

Red Bobs ranks amore the highest 
yieldera, going 68 bushels per acre 
and gnaturing in 114 days. Kitchener 
also yielded high, gwing 56 bushels 


per acre and maturing in the é6ame | 


time. Marquis Dominion Chemical, a 
new strain of Marquis that has been 
tested out for two or three _ years, 
yielded 54 bushels per acre, and Mar- 
quis 50 bushels. Both of ithese vari- 
eties also matured in 114 days. 

An unnamed variety of wheat that 
is being tested out matured in a 
shorter time and yielded heavier than 
any of the other varieties, It matured 
in 98 days and went 60 bushels to the 
acre, which is an outstanding yield, 
considering that the precipitation dur- 
ing the growing season this year was 
only 8.8 inches, 

Leader Oats 

The yields of oats were also fairly 
good. Irish Victory yiekied 85 bush- 
els and matured in 107 days, Leader, 
@ new variety that is becoming fairly 
popular-in some districts, went 70 


time, Banner matured seven days 
earlier and yielded 67 bushels per 
acre. 

Trebiie barley, a new variety, that 
is being tested out, yielded 75 bushels 
per acre, which is five bushels more 
than the yield of Barks barley, and 
matured in ninety-two days, wihile 
Barks barley matured in 100 days. 
The O.A.C. No, 21 yielded somewhat 
less, going 60 bushels per acre and 
maturing in 94 days. 

The potato yields were somewhat 
lighter than in normal years because 
of the Hgtht precipivation. The Amer- 
ican wonder, a variety that has been 
grown for a number of years, yielded 
294 |bushels per acre. The Country 


Gentleman yselded 284 (bushels and 
the Irish Cobbler 278 fbushels. ‘Ihe 


Green Mountaien yielded |276 bushels 
per acre. ‘This variety, although it is 
a fairly low yielder, is recommendable 
for the {fact Kihat as lhigh as 99 \per 
cent of the potatoes are marketable, 
as against 92 per cent of dhe Oountry 
Gentieman. The Irish Cobbler had 95 
per cem marketable and the American 
Wonder 98 (per oent.
